The city board of trustees held 
its regular weekly session in the 
city hall last Monday night. 

Trustees Hickey and McGovern 
were absent. 

Wygant & Collins asked for an 
extension of fifteen days to finish 
the curb and sidewalk work on 
Grand avenue, between Division 
street and Maple avenue. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee 
Healy, the request was granted. 

A communication was received 
from the South San Francisco 
I*and and Improvement Company, 
signed by Leroy Hough, as vice- 
president, offering to dedicate to 
public use as a highway a strip of 
land fifty feet wide from San 
Bruno road east to the Southern 
Pacific railroad, provided the com¬ 
pany’s franchise lights on the 
present Butler road, a short dis¬ 
tance south, are reserved for the 
new road, and that the city will 
improve the new road and main¬ 
tain it as a public highway. 

A site has been sold to a loco¬ 
motive company at that location 
and it is desired by the land com¬ 
pany to open a new road which 
will be at the northern boundary 
of the new factory. 

After some discussion by the 
members of the board and ex¬ 
planations by W. «T. Martin, agent 
of the land company, it was de¬ 
cided to lay the matter over one 
week, and in the meantime the 
members to go to the location of 
the new road and investigate. 

The board visited the location 
of the new road Tuesday morning, 
and will decide the matter next 
Monday night. 

At the suggestion of W. ,1. Mar 
tin the board instructed Clerk 
Smith to communicate with the 
aviation committee that is pre¬ 
paring a great aviation meet 
to be held in the vicinity of San 
Francisco from November 23d to 
December 4th and inform it that 
it can hold its meet in this city on 
those dates without a license, and 
that the board will aid the com. 
mittee in making the meeting a 
success. 

Mr. Martin also informed the 
board that the matter of granting 
half-fares for school children on 
the local street car line would be 
taken up by the directors soon and 
an answer given to the board.

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, 
action on the bids were postponed 
until next Monday night.

SOCIETY WOMEN 
AID CHICAGO STRIKE 


Club Leaders Planning To Give 
Support To Workers 


Mounted policemen charged threat¬ 
ening mobs of striking garment work¬ 
ers and made numerous arrests in 
three sections of Chicago Tuesday, 
only to be dumfounded when met by 
obdurate groups of well-known club 
and society women, who produced en¬ 
graved calling cards at the police sta¬ 


tions in lieu of bail bonds. 

It was a new experience for the po¬ 
lice and plainly confused them. A 
score of these women champions of the I 
garment workers who faced the riot¬ 
ing were taken into custody. They 
were immediately released, however, 
when their identity became known to 
the police. One of them was injured 
when struck by a policeman’s club, 
but her name did not become known, 
as she was hurriedly placed in an 
automobile and taken to her home. 

Most of the women of prominence 
involved in the demonstrations were j 
garbed as working girls and for this j 
reason the police could not distinguish \ 
them from strikers until after arrests’ 
had been made. 


Riotous Scenes Downtown, 


Riotous and spectacular scenes de¬ 
veloped in the downtown district on i 
the north side and on the west side. 
More than 500 men and women en-1 
gaged in a downtown demonstration, J 
which was broken up by the police ■ 
after considerable trouble. As they \ 
left their headquarters in La Salle [ 
street, the strikers and their sympa¬ 
thizers clanged bells, blew whistles 
and tooted horns. 

The downtown line of march pro-' 
ceeded into the wholesale district near 
the river, passing before large tailor¬ 
ing establishments where employees 
were beckoned to join the strikers. 

More than 2000 took part in one of j 
several demonstrations on the West 
Side. In each instance women headed j 
the crowds of strikers and their 
friends. 

Renewal of Violence. 

Grim spectres of the days of the 
Haymarket riot haunted Chicago’s 
streets for a brief time Wednesday 
afternoon when Inspector S. K. Healy j 
and a squad of sixty policemen, with 
drawn revolvers, charged several thou¬ 
sand striking garment, workers who 
were rioting on the East Side. 

One policeman was stabbed, fifteen 
rioters were seriously injured and 
twenty strikers and sympathizers were 
arrested during the fight, which 
threatened to get beyond police con¬ 
trol. This, the most serious outbreak 
since the inception of the strike, oc¬ 
curred at the plant of A. Lott & Co. 
Before the police arrived the strikers 
had broken all the windows in the 
large building occupied by the cloth¬ 
ing manufacturers: had driven strike¬ 
breakers out, and had carried a large 
number of sewing machines into the 
streets, where the machines were de¬ 
stroyed. 

Fierce Fight With Rioters. 

The strikers and their followers pift 
i up a desperate fight. Many of them 
j were knocked down by the clubbed 
I revolvers of the police and not a few 
were trampled upon. Some of the em¬ 
ployes of the company joined the 
strikers and are said to have assisted 
in pulling machines from the floors. 

Men and women were hurling stones 
and bricks through the windows of 
the plant when Inspector Healy and 
his squad of reserves arrived. The in¬ 
spector experienced difficulty in get¬ 
ting together the disorganized force of 
policemen which had borne the brunt 
of the early fighting. When he had 
done so, however, the policemen 
charged through the center of the mob, 
knocking down all in their way. Many 
I of the rioters fled when they saw the 
i policemen draw their revolvers. Those 
| who remained firm hurled clubs and 
stones at the approaching officers. A 
number of women were arrested, but 
j most of these were released after they 
; had been taken to the police stations.

Honduras as a direct result of the re¬ 
volt of General Jose Valladares, the 
deposed commandant of Amapala, 
against the Government, according to 
cable advices to the State Department 
from Minister McCreery at Tegucig¬ 
alpa. The port of Amapala has been 
closed and the island is in a state of 
seige. 

The United States gunboat Prince¬ 
ton is in the harbor of Amapala, ready 
to take a hand in the revolution at the 
first sign of hostility toward foreign- | 
ers or their interests. President Da¬ 
vila is preparing to send an armed j 
force against Valladares, and in the 
event of the Government’s failure to j 
restore order on the island the United 
States probably will be asked to inter¬ 
fere. 

It would not be surprising if Com¬ 
mander Hayes of the Princeton, act¬ 
ing under instructions from the State 
Department, should send an armed 
force ashore at any time to take Val¬ 
ladares into custody. However, de¬ 
partment officials refuse to discuss the 
probability of this beyond asserting 
that American interests will he safe¬ 
guarded. 

Commander Hayes telegraphed the 
Navy Department Thursday as fol¬ 
lows: 

“The commandant of Amapala has 
informed the foreign Consuls that he 
has no intention of injuring foreign 
subjects or foreign property. There 
io no disorder at present.” 

Little faith is put in Valladares’ 
promises by the officials of the United 
States Government and the Princeton 
has instructions sufficiently liberal to 
permit her commander to meet any 
situation that arises. While there are 
few Americans at Amapala, consider¬ 
able American property passes through 
that port. One American concern, the 
Rosaric Mining Company, whose gold 
and silver mines are located twelve 
miles inland, has exports and imports 
valued at more than $1,000,000 passing 
annually through Tamapala. 

General Jose Valladares, the outlaw 
commandant of the island of Amapala, 
the Pacific port of Honduras, still held 
the western entrance to the republic 
Thursday. He has assumed a “come 
and take me” attitude. General Valla¬ 
dares, whose implacable hatred of 
Americans led him into offenses 
against foreigners generally, has long 
had undisputed sway on Amapala, 
which, being the site of the Custom¬ 
house, now affords him an excellent 
strategic position.

EARL OF CREWE IN OFFICE 


Will Serve as Secretary of State for 
India. 

The retirement of Viscount Morley 
from the office of Secretary of State 
for India has been announced officially 
in London. At the same time the fol¬ 
lowing appointments, approved by 
King George, were made known: 

Viscount Morley to be President of 
the Council, vice the Earl of Beau¬ 
champ; the Earl of Crewe, Secretary 
of State for India; the Hon. Lewis 
Vernon Harcourt, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, vice the Earl of 
Crewe; the Earl of Beauchamp, First 
Commissioner of Works, vice Har¬ 
court. 

It is stated that the future Ministers 
of the Colonies will deal solely with 
the business of the crown colonies, 
while the affairs of the self-governing 
dominions, like Canada and Australia, 
will be placed in the hands of a separ¬ 
ate department, presided over by the 
Premier himself. 

The Earl of Crewe, who succeeds to 
the direction of affairs in India, has 
been in public office for nearly thirty 
years. He is the son of the first Baron 
Houghton, who was better known as 
I Minchelon Milnes, the writer and pub¬ 
licist. 

Fatally Stung by Bees.

I he was trying to hive, Frank Lyons, 
aged 65, was stung so badly at his 
home near Chico that he died within 
an hour. Lyons became unconscious 
from the agony of hundreds of stings 
and was found in that condition under 
a tree by his son.

Following the unexpected resigna¬ 
tion of the Rriand Cabinet in Paris, 
President Fallierres requested Prem¬ 
ier Briand to retain his office and 
form a new Ministry. This task is 
proving difficult. 

In making up the new combination 
the Premier has been in consultation 
with former leaders, such as Leon 
Bourgeois, Clemenceau, whom Briand 
succeeded in office, and Joan Sarrien, 
ex-Premier and ex-Minister of Justice. ; °P er f 

In addition to arranging a Cabinet, j 
settlement of pressing problems, Bri¬ 
and must choose a Ministry satisfac¬ 
tory to the changing majority, for a 
number of radicals are not attracted 
by what they term Briand’s tendencies 
to extra conservatism. The Temps in¬ 
sists upon the imperativeness of a 
broad program of social and republi¬ 
can defense against anarchy, with le¬ 
gal means for the settlement of labor 
conflicts without resorting to strikes. 

In its opinion, to paralyze national life 
by a strike of public service employes 
should be regarded as a crime. 

Resignation a Surprise. 

The resignation of the Cabinet came 
as a surprise, and wa’s the result of 
the bitter attacks made in the Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies on the Government’s 
action in suppressing the recent strike 
and its proposed legislation for the 
avoidance of similar crisis. A strong 
Republican majority in the Chamber 
voted confidence in the Government, 
but at a meeting of the Ministers dis¬ 
sensions developed, and Briand an¬ 
nounced that new and serious prob¬ 
lems had grown out of the labor trou¬ 
ble that must be met by a united 
Ministry. Accordingly he suggested the 
retirement of himself and associates. 

President Fallieres asked Briand to 
form a new Cabinet, and the latter ac¬ 
cepted. It is expected that the latter 
will remodel the retiring Ministry in 
harmony with his views on a prelim¬ 
inary program to meet crises resulting 
from strikes. It is likely that Foreign 
Minister Pichon, Minister of Com¬ 
merce Dupuy, Minister of War Brun 
and Minister of the Navy Lapeyrere 
will remain in the new Cabinet. 

Millerand, Minister of Public Works, 

Posts and Telegraph, and Viviani, Min¬ 
ister of Labor, dissented from Briand’s 
program and their retirement is like¬ 
ly to be permanent. Millerand espe¬ 
cially was dissatisfied, insisting that 
the principle of arbitration should be 
recognized more broadly by the Gov¬ 
ernment. Just what Briand’s pro¬ 
gram of future legislation provided 
had not been made known to the pub¬ 
lic when the resignation of the Cabinet 
was announced. 


LOS ANGELES TIMES INQUIRY 


Witnesses Tell Los Angeles Grand 
Jurors About Suspects. 

Earl Rogers, appointed a special as¬ 
sistant District Attorney in Los An¬ 
geles, took his place in the Grand 
Jury room Thursday morning, and is 
personally directing the Grand Jury 
investigation of the Los Angeles 
dynamiting case, as well as the inves¬ 
tigation to trace the criminals re¬ 
sponsible for the outrage. 

Rogers says he Is ready to prove the 
identity of the men responsible for the 
outrage. He has begun to present to 
the Grand Jury bit by Hit the evidence 
that he says will fasten the blame for 
the Times disaster on the guilty par¬ 
ties. 

Grants Labor Leaders Favor. 

Olaf A. Tveitmoe. Anton Johannsen 
and A. E. Yoell, who have since their 
arrival in Los Angeles waited patiently 
at the Grand Jury portals for a sum¬ 
mon to enter and give testimony, se¬ 
cured from Earl Rogers a permit to re¬ 
main away from the Courthouse until 
their testimony is required. It is un¬ 
derstood that Eric B. Morton, the 
friend of David Caplan, who was also 
a close friend of the dynamiter known 
as “Smithy”; Tveitmoe, who knew 
“Smithy” and Caplan, and Johannsen, 
who also knew the two men, will be 
the last who will he called into the 
Grand Jury room during this portion 
of the investigation. 

Slowly the others from San Francis¬ 
co are being examined. The weary 
waiting outside of the Grand Jury 
room is telling upon some of the wo¬ 
men.
